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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The prior arts of record teach an error detector attached to a central processing complex 
side of the link for detecting errors on the link, and when an error is detected, setting a error state 
pending latch to indicate that the link has failed and that the shared data in the local data object 
may be invalid because a message invalidating the data may not have been received by the 
central processing complex.
